Mr. Day made 
the following statement as to how the 
affair oeourrad:

Dajr'a Cam and the latter had aown 
grain whiah ha aaya had been tramped 
by atook balmtdnc to hia tenant, and 
when he went to aaa McBlfresh, aak- 
ing him to keep his atook up, a quar- 
rel followed. At the time, McBlfresh 
had a single-barreled ahot gun and 
Day says he told him that he was go- 
ing to shoot him. Day aays he told 
him he was not armed and asked him 
not' to kill him. By this time Day 
claims he had reached the public road 
and waa going toward home when he 
was fired upon at a probable distance 
of 40 or 50 yards. 

Tho shooting occurred on the road 
near McElfresh's home, on the Day 
farm, on pike between Waloott and 
Johnsvllle. 

McElfresh was given an examining 
trial before Acting County Judge P. T 
Cook Monday who held him to await 
the action of the grand Jury in the sum, 
of f600, which bond be furnished. 
County Attorney Harrison represent- 
ed the Commonwealth while Attorney 
Byron repreaentod Mr. McElfresh. The 
accused aaya Mr. Day had his hands 
In hia pocket and^ha thought he had a 
revolver, hia plea being self-defense.

Everx Inch of available spaoa In the 
Court House last night waa taken by 
the great crowd of man and women 
who gathered there to hear Kentucky 

Issues discussed by Hon. Edwin P. 
Morrow, the Republican candidate for 
governor, and Dr. W. S. Yasell, the 
Republican nominee for Repraaanta* 
tlve from .Mason ootmty. 

Hon. James .M. CollinB. was the 
chairman of the incpting and in a 
very pleasing manner presented Dr. 
W. S. Yazell to the large audience. Dr. 
Yazeil's popularity was seen In the 
great cheers that shook the Court 
House when he arose. He asked the 
support of the good people of Mason 
county In the November election 
pledging them that he would devote 
bis time and energy to the improve- 
ment of hia native Kentuoky and 
promlaad that It he waa elected Repre- 
sentatlra the county would be Indeed 
represents. He pledged his unquali- 
fied support to the improvement ot 
Kentucky's Public Schools and to the 
removal of the public school system 
from the grip ot dirty politics. He al- 
so pledged himself to a revision of the 
state tax laws to make them equitable 
and Just on ail classes. 

Dr. Yazell presented Hon. Kd P. 
Morrow Introducing him as the next 
Qovernor of Kentucky and the popu- 
larity of this brilliant young Ken 
tucklan was shown by the loud cheers 
which went up from the large au- 
dience which arose to Ita feet in en- 
thusiasm. 

In opening his address Mr. Morrow 
paid a beautiful tribute to the lament- 
ed Hon. W..'I>. Cochran and then ex- 
plained that ha bad oome to Mwon 
county to talk «rar atata problama and 
not over (oreiga aOalrs or Laagna of 
Natlona. 

The Stanley-Black admlnlatratlon 
waa touched with ungloved handa. The 
oareleas expenditure ot monay In the 
department ot Public printing. In the 
establishment of new Joba aa "Are put- 
ters out", hotel suspeotera, dog catch- 
ers, etc., was exposed. The Harkness 
tax compromise and the Bingham tax 
suit both received attention as did al- 
so the State School Book Commission, 
tho "Sore Toe book." Tho overcharge 
geograpliios to Kentucky school 
children was exposed. Mr. Morrow 
showing that geographies sold ilT In- 
diana and In Kentucky were the same 
but for a few changes In words and a 
different color of back and yet the 
Kentucky books were considerably 
higher In price than the Indiana edi- 
tion. 

Mr. Morrow made himself clear as 
to what he expected to do If elected 
Governor ot the state, pledging a 
worth while achool aurvey and the en- 
deavor to remove our achool aSalra 
from polltlea. He alao pledged hlmaelf 
to atand hy good roada and to aee that 
the road fnnda were apant earetully. 
He pledged that he would not uae the 
Qovemor'a pardoning power aa a poli- 
tical aaaat and that he stood on hia 
platform which declared for Woman 
Suffrage. 

He said that If he was elected Qov- 
ernor he would take the chair as a 
free man with clean hands and that If 
the people of Kentucky entrusted him 
with their confidence there would be 
but one man governor and that man 
would be Ed P. Morrow. 

Democrats and Uepublicuns alike 
say that Mr. Morrow's address was 
one of the oleatiesl and fairest politi- 
cal speeches that has ever been made 
In Maysvllle and by dealing with mat- 
ters at home In a fair and above board 
manner Mr. Morrow has made tor him- 
self many good friends... 

Mr. Morrow reeeived loud applause 
whea. In diacuaalng the achool book 
quaatkn. ha aald that the taet that In 
Kaatiie^ now there ware tOO,ooo 
school ohildran without their school 
booka teetlfled that the Staaley-Blaok 
admlnlatratlon had broken their 
pledges on the aokool book taaation 
with the people ot Keatuekf.

Covington. Ky., October 22 --HyninH 
and law points arc scldoni licanl In 
conjunction use in courts, but Federal 
Judge ("oohran quoted "I.ead Kindly 
Light", the late President McKlnley'a 
favorite hymn, when deciding a land 
case in the T'nlted States District 
Court, here. 

He said he needed light to lead him 
out of the encircultng gloom that sur- 
rounded the case, and that he would 
take but one atep at a time. The case 
waa that ot the Queen Bliaabeth Oil 
Company ot Lee county, Ky., against 
F. M. Nowell and W. P.' RogeVs, of cin- 
cinnatl, and othera. The company pur- 
chased land adjolnlrik the defendant s 
property and elalmal the latter held 
posseesion of a tract' f land belonging 
to the company. 

Judge Cochran after reviewing the 
case at considerable length decided in 
favor of the defendinta and ordered 
the attorneys in tresfed to prepare the 
decree, which was (o the effect that 
the defendants recover the costs of 
the cdiniiiiTiy and thai Uic title of the 
defendants to the land iii dispute is 
forever quieted against all claims 
Judge (Cochran signed tho decree.

Prom eHtablishlng curb markets, re- 
modeling or bnildlnK retail niarkel 
houses, efforts of cities have cxpiuided 
until some are actually selling food 
supplies, while one city of about 6.^),- 
000 population Is operatlnB a farm and 
selling produce from it at retail. 
How One City Sells Food 
Houston, Texas, which has a nnini- 
!"h»Ulm«ty owned reUll market house, 
^las Uken over three stalls in the 
building and Is handling truitt and 
vegetables In competlUon with lU ten- 
ants. In order to be talr to other re- 
tailers It charges Ittelf with all over- 
head expenses paid by other dealers. 
Including rent, and also pays wages 
higher than those paid In other stalls. 
Heports on ten weeks' operation ot the 
city-managed stalU shpw that It IspOS- 
sible to buy and sell produce In com- 
petition with local merchants at both 
a direct and indirect saving to con- 
Buniera. The experiment is to be en- 
larged to include food products other 
than fruits and vegeiablea and is said 
to be already serving as a stabliizinM 
Influence on prices In that city market 
Competing merchants have become in 
terested In the methodH of doing busi- 
ness ot the olty-operated stalls and ap 
pear anxious to try out practices that 
would enable them to lower their 
prices. 

* A City Goes Into Fanning 

Allentown, Pa., has gone into farm- 
ing on a farm acquired tor other pur 
poses which, through changes In mun- 
icipal plans, was lying idle. Under 
tlie direction of one of the city alder- 
men this farm Is producing vegeUble- 
and selling them at retail In competi 
lion witli shipped-in produce. The 
farm also feeds 1,000 beud of hogs on 
city garbage. Local advocates ot the 
plan now propose to include tlie use of 
an old brewery as a st()ra>;e ware- 
house tor potatoes and other product.s 
grown by local farmers, bo as to les- 
sen the city' dependence on Vlilinied- 
In products.
